One of the major and most successful 
programs to combat drug abuse in Santa 
Barbara County is in serious trouble The 
California Council on Criminal Justice has 
denied a $50,000 grant application fund for 
the support ol the methadone clinics in the 
County after previously supporting the 
program. 
No official reason is given for not re­ 
funding the program. 
Presently, 220 heroin addicts are being 
treated in two methadone clinics, one in 
north county and the other in south county. 
Nearly 
100 other heroin addicts are 
standing in line waiting to be put on the 
methadone program 


The methadone clinic program is still 
experimental in the State of California and 
tightlv 
controlled 
No State funding, 
however, is given to the clinics. 


Many efforts have been made to secure 
private grant money to aid in the support 
of this worthwhile program but none have 
been successful It is extremely doubtful 
that the County will provide any additional 
funding

Nebraska stockman 
and inserted in the 
Congressional 
Record, 
On January 9, 1952, cattlemen 
were receiving $39 cwt for prime 
cattle and $35.50 to $38 cwt for most 
choice to prime. On February 16, 
1972, cattlemen were receiving $38 
cwt for prime cattle and $34 to $37 
cwt for most choice to prime. 
Where’s their cost of living allow­ 
ance over the 20 year span? 
But wait a minute. On January 9, 
1952, the following retail prices 
were in effect: Swiss steak. 85 cents 
a pound; hamburger, 49 cents a 
pound; rib si oak,79 cents a pound; 


beef stew, 79 cents a pound; sirloin 
steak. 85 cents a pound; round steak, 
98 cents a pound; beef roast, 65 
cents a pound and prime rib 65 cents 
a pound. 
On 
February 
16, 
1972, 
the 
following 
retail prices were in 
effect: Swiss steak, $1.69 a pound; 
hamburger, 98 cents to $1.19 a 
pound; rib steak. $1.59 a pound; beef 
stew, 98 cents a pound; sirloin steak, 
$1 63 a pound; round steak, $1.38 a 
pound; beef roast, $1.19 a pound and 
prime rib, $1 29 a pound. 
That s the statistical story ot what 
increased 
labor, 
transportation, 
processing and retailing costs, plus 
closer 
trimming 
and 
increased 
packaging, have done to beef prices 
during the last 20 years!

Crossroads budget 


A delegation of four from the 
Beautification Commission came 
before the Parks and Recreation 
Commission Wednesday night over 
the 
Wye 
landscaping 
idea, 
the 
beautifiers infused with reforming 
ideals, the Parks and Rec panel 
resembling a snapshot of the 1923 
Moscow Presidium 
Parks 
and 
Rec 
would follow this 
agenda item, they 
knew, with a de­ 
cision 
on 
which 
handful of their own 
programs 
they 
would try to resur­ 
rect from the city 
administration’s 
compost 
heap 
where 
$60,000 
of 
their 
budget 
pro 
posals were being 
returned 
to 
the 
Earth 
The beautifiers were there to ask 
for money, in city time 
They put forth their Wye concept 
lavender 
and white - blooming 
ground cover for the Wye triangle, 
Bishop Pines and Live Oaks to 
sweep and command the hillocks by 
the road, framing tin* city below 
It would cost the Parks budget 
$1,400 in planting and initial !af>or 
plus some watering time during the 
two years the trees would require to 
establish themselves Beautification 
would fund flu* $800 m materials 
autonomously 
Hard 
eyed, the Parks and Rec 
board opened tire, discountenancing 
all but the triangle planting and then 
vetoing it They questioned possible 
erosion of the full planting, the 
likelihood 
that 
$1 400 
was 
an 
optimistic estimate, the size of the 
watering job and whether or not 


voluntary or road gang help would 
be assured or worth having These 
questions had substance but weren’t 
decisive 
Commissioners Eugene Forbes 
and Joe Valencia hedged at the Wye 
concept 
because 
it 
called 
for 
developing non city owned land The 
triangular wedge and the hillocks 
are state property But Parks and 
Rec as a whole wasn’t anti - 
beautification just poor and headed 
for poorer 
“ Where would we get the man 
hours? 
was the loudest question, 
and Wye beautification lost this go 
ahead for lack of an answer 
There were 16 men in the parks 
labor force three years ago and 
there are 13 now, Chairman Larry 
Flinkingshelt relates, though the 
work load has become heavier 
The street tree force, the most 
financially 
beleaguered 
arm 
of 
Parks and Rec, is the critical 
municipal 
sort 
that 
most 
beautifieation programs rely upon, 
including 
the 
street 
tree 
community design plan now being 
approached 
by 
a 
Beautification 
subcommittee and city community 
development forces 
The 
Parks 
and 
Recreation 
Commission 
has considered the 
street tree contingent undermanned 
enough to write salaries tor two 
additional men into their last two 
budget 
proposals 
Both 
were 
recommended 
cut 
by 
the 
niv 
administration and were cut, though 
in both years $5,000 in part time help 
was approved in compensation 
This year tin* part time allotment 
has been deleted 
The City Council will consider the 
Parks and Rec budget tomorrow 
night It may be a couple ot months 
Indore a final decision
